Compact design makes for lower j 
construction cost in home building. 
Too often, however, in seeking to 
keep down expense, a sacrifice of 
I comfort results. This is not true, 
however, of “The Naugatuck,” the 
five-room cottage design presented 
today by the “Home of the Week” . 
I Plan Service. 
In this attractive, one-*tory dwell­ 
ing the rooms are all good-sized, well 
lighted and ventilated by generous 
window openings. The layout puts all 
spare to use and the total cubage 
of house and garage is only 17,000 
feet. This figure may be still further 
reduced by limiting the cellar ex- ’ 
cavation to the space under the liv­ 
in g room, bath and dinette. 
Built Purposely Low 
Outside dimensions of 37x24 feet 
make it possible to place this dwell- 
| ing on a 50-foot front lot. Being 
long, the house has been purposely 
built low. And as an effective break 
in the long roof line, the projecting 
I gable of garage and front entry uses > 
| vertical, flush boarding finished off 
! with a scallop across this entire 
gable width. 
The choice of color scheme for this 
type of house Is unlimited. Buff side­ 
walls, Colonial green trim and a roof 
of reddish-brown asphalt shingles 
has been found effective. Landscap- 
| mg should be extremely simple, in 
keeping with the simplicity of the 
general design. 
From the trellised entry step, a 
stock Colonial door opens directly 
into the living room. This room 
measures 15.6x12 feet.

Tho 1950 boost in relief grants 
pushed food grants up a flat *1 
a m onth and shelter grants, about 
IO per cent.

Mrs. E vans said the board also 
would study a new plan to put fuel 
grants on a flat basis. She said 
there are no plans to change to 
rental grants. 
Under the present relief system , 
persons on assistance rolls are giv­ 
en 
grants 
am ounting 
to 
actual 
costs of food and shelter up to a 
fixed 
m axim um . 
The 
new 
fuel 
grant plan would establish a flat 
rate, with variations made for geo­ 
graphical areas where fuel costs 
vary. Fuel grants are now deter­ 
m ined on an involved ease-by-case 
basis. 
The present m axim um allowance 
for a fam ily of four is $127.40 a 
month. A recent departm ent report 
showed that costs based on Decem ­

The shaving brush tree has buds 
that look like big cigars. The flower 
is in the shape of a brush. It blooms 
just at nightfall for four to six weeks 
in February and March. 
Fence posts are no problem In 
Cuba. Cuttings of live fence posts 
several feet long and two inches 
thick may be set out in one season, 
and become living fence posts the 
next. The posts bloom in January 
and February. 
The posts grow IO to 15 feet tall. 
The tree is widely used for shade 
and Its hard, beautifully marbled 
wood Is used in furniture manufac­ 
ture. 
Vine Trap* Flies 
A vine that traps flies and forces 
them to distribute its pollen is the 
rooster plant. Its 7-inch flowers, 
light green and purple, look like lit­ 
tle roosters. The plant has a faint 
fetid odor which attract* flies. 
Tile fly follows his nose into a v- 
shaped lip. lined with stiff hairs, and 
Ands himsef trapped. There the fly 
buzzes about in a frenzy, gets him­ 
self well powdered with pollen. 
Then nature performs a strange 
trick. The stlfT hairs collapse, and 
the fly finds a way out.

1 OOO a year rate increase was put 
j Into effect Tuesday by the Pennsyl- 
I vania 
Electric 
Co., 
Johnstown, 
for 24 Western and South-Central 
Pennsylvania counties. 
The Public Utility Commission 
took no action to suspend the rates 
yesterday after it said an exhaus­ 
tive study of the utility’s operating 
data showed it would not yield 
"an excessive return." 
The boost will affect some 324,- 
000 Penelec customers, the PUC 
said. 
The PUC voted 3-1 for the action 
with Commissioner John B. Conlv, 
Pittsburgh, dissenting. The fourth 
i commissioner, B. Frank Morgal, 
Camp Hill, was absent because of 


illness. 
The utility said rates of the aver­ 
age residential consumer will be 
boosted about tw’o cents a day 
while commercial and industrial 
bills will be increased an average 
six per cent.
